The dieeovery of gold, Wi ltd to sttott rnpid 
adTanco of vba coloniee of Victoria rind South 
Australia, that w e ; that ia, New Soulli Walet, 
etarcely had timo Tully t» pnroeivo Oio Riertt 
cksriEfl -which has been effected in our immi- 
gration prospects, before we are culled upon to 
abandon all our cutting nrrangBmerits. 

So Iftrtg a* tin nltractioiiB of tho three cefn- 
termino'iis cotcmios «ere s-jifiewhut simUm, 
ertcli pursued lb own schema of assisted or 
nCuntj immigrntion, withrjat fear of ill popula- 
tion lieii.6 ^ravfn oif by any luperior advantagea 
which tike otlief* rniglit preeenl ; but, whilst the 
how-elfi of lif) faWfc continue to yield 
gold, there will always bo a liaising 
of the poimtalion from the ons eolotiy' to the 
other, according to ihe produGtivenesa of the 
gold-ilelda, wbich mij 1 front time to time bo 
didcoverei in the one or i 11 tho othar. 

It has become evidsnt tl'ierofore that, unless 
there U some concert between tho colonics, 
such aa a federal union would Jc"t to, bounty 
j immigration must ctass; Ikat is, tb^t >t would 
ha uaele-as for one colony, TSuvt South' Wales fat 
instance, to bo paying £100,000 per annuJ" fin 
immigrant!!, whose ariivnl, by pressing upL ,n 
thrj existing rate of wages and reducing Item, 
would lead to [be displacemenl of an equal 
niimber of old hands, by their pn B airig into Vie- 
lojia, where the rates of ivegoa at the present 
moment are higher, owing lo tho richness of 
her gold -folds. 

Bui even supposing thai the three colorjiea 
did eeme to an understanding to pursue the 
sama syslom, atitl offer tho samo. rate of liounty 
this would net romtdjthe e.il ; even if Victoria 
aa ihe richeet and most populous colony, were 
called upon to appropriato a largor sum for 
boutities than tho other two. still tbeae other 
two colonies might he sncriflced, for when the 
greater deeiru of intending imtnigririta to pro- 
eeed to Victoria had led to tho exhuuaUon 
of the funria which she, Victoria; ivouldannuallj: 
appropriate, the intending immigrant would 
avail himself of the Now South Wales, or South 
Australian fund, vriih the view of pusning into 
Vichria on his atrival; consequently, undbr 
esisling cireurnstanccs, no money bounty qan 
be asplied judiciously ti immigmtion by oith-er 
of the three colonies, because it might arlao 
that New South Walej, or Sonth Amtralia may 
some day present even greater] altractiotiB 
to the gold-digger nnd the immi- 
grant than Victoria does at proaent; 
in fact tha population may be always fluctuat- 
ing, always on ins mova from the one colon, 
to the other. 

If, in the present relative etate of the colonies, 
Victoria would provide for an unlimited bounty 
immigration to her shores, then, of course, all 
ihoso immigrants who availed themselves of the 
New South Wales or South Australian ■boun- 
ties, would do 00 Willi the intention of remain- 
ing in those colonies, and that would be » legi- 
timate expenditure, On the part of New South 
IVales nnd South Australia, Victoria, how- 
ever, would not, could not do thia, bo- 
cause her resources might be unequal 
lo meet the unlimited demand that would be 
rondo on bar eichequor under such a system. 

But if tho throe colonies would agree" together 
to adopt the tttreet remission, as recommended 
by the Sydney Chamber of Commerce, and with 
an uniform amount of remission, then, the 
bounties being unlimited, emigrants would pro- 
ceed direct to the calonies wbere flioy intended 
to remain j whichever colony presented the 
most nttraetion^tljere would he the greatest infl us 
of immigrants, and the larger expenditure of land, 
and properly and legitimately so, became the 
greater the ntlraetien, the greater the demand 
for labour. The only drawhaclt to this would be 
any fluctuation,!, in ihe amount of population, 
arising from the discovery of now and richer 
gold fields ;; but, in the main, the immigrant 
would not bo dispose i very readily to quit tha 
colony he had alios en": at alt cvenls, no other 
view is presented so likely to load lo a juat and 
equal distribution of bounties as tiie direct re- 
mission. Even when, from ths wont of' labour 
in the colony possessing the least advantages,, 
wages would sometimes of necessity rise very 
high, the direct remission would be resorted to, 
and so reduce and balance the wages, AH this, 
shows that Ihe direct remission, from being the 
natural and proper system, is always available 
o, combat any difficulties which the subject of 
the connection of immigration with the waste 
lands of the colonics may pt^sent. 

The reduction of tho upset price of waste 
lands in advocated by many with a vW, it is 
said, to encourage emigration \ to leiad - to an in- 
crease ef population ; and, as it is supposed, to 
lead also to the production of a greater amount 
of agricultural produce. Well, if the reduction

breach of the privileges of tho Assembly, tha Tipper 
Houjs having no power to niter money hilla initiated 
by tha Lower. "Ip pursuance of this notice the honor- 
able gentleman moved yesterday the following resolu-

Whilst this question 
of ■ privilege was being debated ta Lhe As>- 
sembly, a similar qu cation aguiiljl the As- 
sembly was under tfiseussion in tho. Council, 
Mr. Younghuaband. having introduced the" foil owing 
motion: "That, in tho opinion of this Council, the 
policy pursued by iho Ministry tn attempting to legis- 
lats by resolution in only one branch of tho Legisla- 
ture is detrimental to the interests ofthe colony, sub- 
versive of the Constitution, and oaleiilatDd to btring 
about n collision between tho two Houses of Parlia. 
mcnt." This resolution was ultimately withdrawn by 
the mover, after an cxpreaaion of opinion by several 
hou. rncanbera that It was preutatujo, and after nnex- 
planaiion oiletetl by tho ConitiiisjioiiEr of Public 
Works, to the effect tMt no legislation Bould take 
place without tho concurrence or both Houses. Oeca> 
sion wsa, however, taken by several spealtcra to justify 
(ho course pursued by the Council with reference to 
the bill that bad been returned to iho Assembly. It 
will bo seen, therefore, thi.1 tho two Houses are at 
issue with regard to their functions and privileges.

It is 
unfiucationably proper that nil pereona who are 
cupnblc t>f exerciaiao; the franchise with itltelli- 
geucrt, should be inclnded ; and that all nlio 
are once placed upon the electoral-roll should 
(amain there, subjeci to no other reeultUwna 
than at-g' nrr-sawy to asctirtain their identity. 
Starting with this irjad principlo, the only 
petaohi eicltided should be thoaa who 
from eome cause or other Ate unfit to he admittei 
to vote, rnntead, hairever, of uaymg that all 
should vote except persona cT a given classifica- 
tion, it is easier to unnmotate the qualifications 
ta which the right of voting should attach. We 
believe few persona are now in favour of uni- 
vcru.il iitlTrage. The tcrma thcmsclvea are inap- 
plicable so long as any ore excluded 
who hoc i. njiiir.il capacity to exer- 
cise that suffnge. Wotnon, for in- 
stance, are often mare intelligent titan ordi- 
nary man, nor is it very easy to Bee why a 
woman, who auppfirta herself by her own in- 
dustry, should not have a vote in legislation ; 
why a honselfaepei: should he called upon to pay 
tixee, and yet defrauded of her right to select 
thoao who Appropriate them. W'a have uot, 
however, met with any advocates fur bo wide an 
ditofision of suffrage, and the very rnuas " uni- 
vereal," once so common in all paUUca.1 apenches, 
hsa nearly dieappearcd. 

The advocates of minhood suffngo have 
not been ablo to efcape the necessity 
(or limitations. They will escludu all 
who have not reaehed (wonfcy-one, aUhaugh 
long before Hint age wo find pereotia keep- 
ing house, entering upon the marriage state, 
and waarlng monalacheB. Those who Start 
upon the idea of natural rights in 
civil government, do not proceed two 
steps before they show that their nations of 
rights are conventional, — that the line they draw 
between those who have and those who hive 
not is arbitrary, that they go a& far as they 
please, and no farther, in maint lining "tha rights 
of man" as such. In England, maturity for rt 
Queen is eighteen years, but the Court of Chan- 
cery makes infancy extend to the last second of 
twenty-one yean. If, however, we are to go upon 
abstract rights, it is obvious that many thousands 
are excluded who are isweUquilifisd five minutes 
before as five minutes after their full age 
in law. Another limitation of manhood 
suffrage, wh*^h lis strongest advocates are 
moat eager to maintain, is ihst which excludes 
foreigners. The foreigner may hs.*e £100,000 
iuveated in the coualry, hie children may be 
natives of il ; ho may contribute largely to- 
warda its taxation, he may be subject lo its 
laws ; and yet, brMaose a foreigner, he will have 
less voice in the government of the country 
than his own groom or gardener. We do not 
say that there ia anything vmreaioriahle 
in'hii exclusion. It is true (list he may have a 
stronger sympathy with the country in which 
he dwolL* than with any foreign government, 
and yet the allegiance vraica he owes may fairly 
debar him from tbo rights of British subjects'. 
When, however, manhood s-uffrftgo it, insisted 
upon as a nattuid right, wo may -well bo 
startled to find its strongest advocates cutting 
.off thousands of their neighbours from »

It is necessary that no 
enrolment should lio suffered pending an 
elecLion. The objeet of ths law ia to create 
a pormaoent body, who shell be fuUy organised 
before tho first step, of clcclion are talcen. The

destroy. We give, in another column, particu- 
lars of ibis calamity. It is pleasing to find that 
tho people who have escspsd this visitation 
have shown the utmoBt humanity.andhave opened 
their houses as a refuge for those who hnve been 
deprived of their own. The inhabitants of 
Sydney will not bo insensible to the claims of 
distress, and wa hope that no lime will be lost 
in expressing this sympathy in a substantial 
form. The Maitland Press asserts that there 
are scarcely any inhabitants who are not losers 
by the inundation, and that many will be in 
want of the very necessaries of life, unless 
help be prompilv afforded. It is proposed to 
call a meeting in that, town, and that without 
delay, Some assistance ought to he, perhaps 
granted by the colony out of the public revenue. 
In auch a case no abuse could he apprehended 
unless in the mode of distributing relief. 
Having expended public money for all sorts of 
things, Lho Assembly would not certainly 
hesitate to give succour under a visitation 
directly from Heaven.— distress to which no 
economy of SUiraon or Hicanna could be 
applicable.

Wi are enabled to inform our readers that the 
Cabinst have decided upon the great principles 
of the Electoral Bill which they promised to 
bring forward. We repeat M thit it tha baHfo' 
graunri nf ihe future." Should the measure 
find the support of the majority, it will no doubt 
pass rapidly, — if not a vote should be tslcon 
upon its loading principles, and the' country 
will have to declare hjw far its .views ere 
represented in the Assembly. 

First. The Bill will add forty membois ot 
more to the present House. 

Second. It will distribute them oo the basis 
of population, but in proportion to distance, — 
on principles of real not nominal equality. 

Third. Tlio present franchise will remain, all 
technical obstacles to its exercise being removed. 
Thus every elector will have as much latitude its 
to changes of Maidenee as is consistent with 
electoral registration. 

Fourth. The nominations of candidates will 
be made in writing and published in tha news- 
papers by the Returning Officer, thus avoiding 
tho necessity of appearing on the hustings. 

Fifth, Tho vote will be taken by ballot. 

Snch arc the principle J of thn bill a* we 
have understood. Our roadcre must, however, 
renjembcr that not having seed, the draft 
itself, we cannot vouch for more than general

Tory many houtet 
wcro actually inundated, ond from nrnny others ths 
inhabitants loft, rearing tw for the inundation might 
extend Great losB of garden, lucerne, patatoe, and 
com grounds will also bo snstslncd, and the measure 
of loss indeed will he the period erf thme tho water to- 
mnlns on thegrouDd, for if it rernains long every thiug 
will ha destroyed. Many fences received much in- 
jury from tho force of the current, end seme loss in 
goods was sustained in bothc esses, hot not wa boliova 
very much, The principal iojury to bouses, beyond 
the thoroughly wetting them through, appears, hkely 
to oeeur near the opening of the road at the HnilwaT 
Stores, the strong current of the rlvor lharo being cal- 
culated to undermine them. But in a great number of 
cases wo fear we shall yet hear of heavy losses, not to 
say ruinous, by poor persons, rroia tha loss of fumi- 
turu and household goods and etorns, 

Ths p iople of lifairlcnd nencral [y have altvays shown 
a strong spirit of humanity and of succour to the dis. 
tressed, and never was tho feeling mors manifest than 
it ia nt this moment. The houses in lho untouched 
parts of the town arc literally crowded with refugees 
from the terrors of the Cvj J. Severe! pctsone on Wed- 
nesday night threw their houses or scores open aa 
houses af aocomiaadaiion all night/ and we could at 
once name several, but ihst it would appear an injus- 
tice to the runny who did likewise without our hap- 
pening to lie ir of it. HiBh-strect, that night, and 
during Thutadny presenter] a singular snd touching 
scene of fugitives hn trying 10 placet of refuge, onr] to 
the houses of their friends. Among others, the lies - 
plt.1 miiherities threw epcu the unoccupied wards of 
that institution as a rehjge, And wo hear that in a 
similar way nearly every house in the vicinity for 
mile, round, which happens, from its site or its strld 
of huildiner, to afford n safe refuse, has. boon similarly 
fllled ty flood refugees. 

In the town only one life was lost. On Thuradaytnrea 
young men in a boat, engaged in assisting tht, dis- 
tressed, had their boot up-tct nearly nt ths icM'c-t toe 
IloBO Inn, whether from cotting foul of thehranc'.ics ota 
willow tree, or from getting broadside on to th e .liens 
current, we could sot leam with certainty.'

From tho country around a-jr accounts are yet very 
Imporreel, Of comae, with tho river at that fearfal 
height for so longs period, an immense ovrrflowof 
water took place at every poesihlo polor. Trom tha 
waters which pn.Hed up iVnllLs's Crr'jk, tho whoto of 
tho Hat lands et Louth Park, 1,. ; ,-^, . ; :1l. IIungcEford's 
Strampa, end no dcuAit railea funjier np, were inun- 
dated. So repld was tho inuniljiiiori, that a rrreat 
canny peraons were aurrounded hy water and cut off 
from ell hope of escape. Strew ions efforts wore, how. 
ever, made by the police in tljia direction, and other., 
under the orders of Major Oi.imimer, and by numerous 
nitrate porsone, of whom, TL G. Yeomsrs woe par- 
ticularly earnest, In the d : jectiun of Irfiuth Fflfk. On 
Thursday, Mr, Garvin, ,li e ehiaf constable. Ur. Tea- 
man., and others, in I josls, rescuer! A number of pet. 
sons {forty or more, wo helievej on the Xetith Tark 
farins, from stacks, '.louecs, do., •BrToutided by water, 
Mr. Walsh', hous it at Yarroliong, wo hear hasailty 
fugitive inuiatta,. As for aa we hevo vat hBUrd, no 
loss cf life occ,njrcd in this direction. But th* losses 
el tho rarr.rers, hi crops, in goods, and in small 
stock, muit bo enormous, teid, ho fear, in many ctsti 
ruinous.
